At one of the first meetings which the 


Loyalist dolegates held a: Toronto, Mr. 
Hill Smith stated that Charles S, Parnell, 
who urged tenants in Ireland to resiat pay- 
mont of rent, had had tenants evicted from 


his own lands, This statement wos con- 
Orrtoes—Nos. 1 and 2} cidicted by Mr, Patrick Ryan, and Mr. 


Hill, who had not in his possession, as he 
had believed, copies of the documents which 
would prove his assertion, promised that 
at a future meeting, before leaving the 
country, he would produce his proofs. He 
did so at tho groat farewell meeting in To- 
ronto on Saturday night, which was 
attended by about five thousand people, 
and in addition exposed the dodges 
of the §agitators, amid the sympathe- 
tic cheers of his audience. On these 
points Mr. Smith said: Evictions have 
been puffed up, and the most recont com- 
munication from Mr. Parnell to his bosom 
friend, Mr. Peter Fitzgerald, asking for 
further funds in aid of the League, is based 
on tho fact that 2,000 evictions are pend- 
ing in Ireland. [ would like you to clear- 
ly underetand what evictions mean. Ido 
not stand here to justify a landlord ruth- 
lessly evicting a tenant whois honestly 
desirous of paying his rent, but who may 
have met with alittle difficulty for the 
time being. I challenge, howeyer, our Na- 
tionalist friends to publish the names of the 
cases they are relying upon as evictions, 
which will justifysuch an appeal as has 
gone to Chicago from Mr. Parnell. [n 
October, 1882—and I repeat this, as there 
was a slight misunderstanding with regard 
to my observations atthe mooting last 
eee October, 1882, 
MR. CHARLES STEWART PARNELL, 
as plaintiff, obtained a decree in the Rath- 
drum Oounty Court against four ten- 
ants, each of whom owed him four years’ 
rent. I am not going to blame Mr. 
Parnell for taking proceedings when 
they owed four years’ rent, but if it 
were justfor himto proceed in Rath- 
drum against his tenants because thoy owed 
him three orfour years rent, isit not 
just for the other landlords in Ireland to 
proceed against their tenants? In 1884,by 
a writ of the Superior Court, Mr. Charles 
Stewart Parnell sought to put a widow lady 
out of a holding, held under a lease, on his 
farm in County Wicklow, and who, for a 
farm ‘valued at £56 a year, was liable und 
er the lease to pay £96 rent. If then it i 
clesirebigiand ight for Mr.Charles Stewart 
Parnell his rights as against an un- 
fortunate tenant who could not pay, is it 
not a justification for other landlords tak- 
ing proceedings for rent, particularly when 
the tenants against whom they proceed 
don't say ‘we have met with difficulties 
and cannot fulfil ourobligations ; we have 
had cattle loat, or our produce has not rea- 
lized a good price in the market, or we are 
reduced to such a state of want and penury 
that we cannot pay the rent without our- 
selves going to the poorhouse”? You can 
understand a man being appealed to in that 
way, and the man appealed to having suf- 
ficient of the milk of human kindness to 
say “‘altnough I have a legal right to m: 
rent, Lam still human, and I cannot pi 
my rights to an extreme.” (Loud cheers.) 
But when a tenant comes to his landlord 
and says, as many do, ‘I admit 1 owe you 
‘our rent, but I shall not pay you because 
r. Parnell has issued his ‘no rent’ mani- 
festo,and as a Leaguer I am bound to obey. 
And so, unless the landlords of Ireland are 
content to live on a photograph of a sec- 
tion of the Land Act of 1881,—(laughter) 
—they have

Men have refused religiously to pay their 
rent,the processes of the law have gone on, 
and the sheriffhas come down with his 
execution. Very often an auction takes 
place—you may have read in the newspa- 
pers of such incidents—tho farce goes on, 
the officer comes down, the farm been 
seized for rent, it is put up to auction, the 
tenant bids tor his own farm, the amount 
due for the rent is paid down on the spot, 
the sherriff walks away and man resumes 
joasession of his place, Why is this done? 
cause the man been so boycotted in- 

to this position by the orders of tho Lea- 
gue that he dare not pay his rent—he must 
go through the farce of allowing judgment 
to go by default and a seizure to be made. 
The moment the farm is put up forsale the 
man who Mr. Parnell tells Peter Fitzgerald 
is so down-trodden |and oppressed puts his 
hand deep in his breeches pocket, pulls 
out the whole amount of the rent and pays 
it. (Laughter and cheers.) But there is 
another class ofevictions I want to call your

ties and grievances there must be at the 
same time consistent protection, When 
England conquered Quebec the British 
Government guaranteed to tho conquered 
people that they should be protected in their 
religion, lawsand language,although perhaps 
they wentinthatdirectionfurtherthan there 
was any necessity for.

All 
they wanted to know in this country for 
its sympathies to go out was just this one 
thing—that the measure to be granted to 
Ireland was to be ono of justice to the 
whole people.

Sensational Murder Trial. 
Avsensational trial for murder has just 
been concluded at Pas de Calais, France, 
Last April the dead body of a girl of 
fifteen years of age, named Marie Ledont, 
was found ina field, The victim had been 
agged and stabbed to the heart. For a 
long time no clue was obtained to the pre- 
petrators of the crime. Attention was 
eventually drawn to two cousins of the 
girl who livedin the same hamlet. Thoy 
were youths of sixteen and seventeenyears, 
named Muchemble, and tho older of them 
was the girl's sweetheart, These boys were 
arrested, and handed to the magistrate a 
manuscript narrative giving an extraordi- 
nary and fanciful account of a murder of 
a young girl by a great serpent and floot 
deer, ending with the death of the mur- 
derers. This, saving the last incident, 
tallied in general description with the mur- 
der of Marie Ledont. To this the young 
culprits confessed, and added that their 
courage had failed them when it came to 
the question of suicide, -Each was sentenc- 
ed to imprisonment for fifteen years, and 
to pay 4,000 francs damages to the father 
of their vicitim.

THE VILLAGE IN A GREATCOMMOTION 


What the Attr Woero—Tho Prix 


| (By our own Reporter.) 


Manpoc, Sept. 30. 

Madoc was in a great commotion yestor- 
day, After attending the Roslin fair I 
drove to this village, arriving shortly after 
dark after a long and tedious drive over 
roads that aro not in any too good condi- 
tion. From tho tops of the hitls at tho 
south of this pretty little village, it was 
evident from the numerous lights visible, 
that something unusual was in progross 
here. Upon nearing at the placo it was 
found that the business houses and nearly 
ovory dwelling were brilliantly illuminated. 
Tho effect was very pleasing. As I ascend- 
ed tothe top of the last hill a torch 
light procession came into view, marching 
through the principal street. A display of 
brilliant fireworks followed, ‘Tho village 
was in a state of greatactivity. Every one 
who was able to navigate was out to see and 
participate in “‘the doings.” It was a gala 
day, and Madoo was in holiday attire. 
Streamers were suspended from ropes 
strotched across the stroot, and myriads of 
Chinese lanterns were hanging over the tho- 
roughfares—overything betokened bright- 
ness, gayety and enthusiasm, In the after- 
noon, the citizens were entertained by a 
hotly contested lacrosse match on Mr. W. 
Coo's driving park between the Peterboros, 
of Peterboro, and the Athletics, of Madoc. 
The Peterboros won in three straight games. 
A number of young men, corked, costumed, 
and decked with high, white hats, with 
bazoos and bones paraded tho streets giv- 
ing negro melodies and popular airs. They 
created much amusement. Thus was 
tho Madoc Agricultural and Industrial 
Exhibition, which was only dreamed of a 
few short months ago, inaugurated under 
most fayorable auspices. The merchants’ 
class, the horticultural display, articles of 
domestic and general manufacture and 
ladies work, were shown in the Masonic 
Hall. The exhibition, which was open 
during the evening, was visited and found 
to be very creditable indeed. It is far 
ahead of the Belleville exhibition of last 
year and ranks as second best in the coun- 
ty.

Tho chiefs were arrayed 
in the most gorgeous costumes, and their 
commanding presence was much admired, 
especially that of Crowfoot, who is a aplen- 
did typo of the redskins of former days,tho 
forest hero of boyish veneration. 
Crowfoot, whu is 67 years of age, has a 
keen, intelligent face, with an eagle nose 
and a pair of brilliant sparkling oyes, which 
take in the whole surroundings at a glance, 
His tall, commanding figure enveloped in 
his chieftain’s dress, was very conspicuous, 
His hair was knotted at the topby the head 
of a hawk, which is the distinctive mark as 
chief of the tribe and called ** Kinieman,” 
This bas been done for many generations, 
the tribe being originally called **the tribe 
who killed the hawk.” This tribe gradual- 
ly rose to be the head of the whole Black- 
foot nation. The dress was composed of 
antelope and Rocky Mountain goat skins 
gaily ornamented with beads, and the 
sleeves were trimmed with ermine tails. 
A beautiful mink skin was suspended 
from each shoulder. Around his neck 
was a silver chain to which were appended 
three massive silver medals. The largest 
was presented to him by the Canadian 
Government on the occasion of the treaty 
of 1877 toshow his being recognized by the 
Government as chief of the Blackfeet 
nation. The second medal was given 
by the Marquis of Lorne for keeping 
peace with the Canadian Government in 
1876, when the American Indians, who 
were on the warpath, vainly tried to 
induce him to lead out his braves. The 
third medal was a gift from the Marquis of 
Lansdowne after the late rebellion, as 
a tribute for his loyalty and peaceful con- 
duct. The two latter bear the portraits of 
the governors and their wiveson one side, 
with their coat-of-arms on the reverse, The 
Chief wore leggings of scarlet cloth trim- 
med with ermine tails, and moccasins of 
buffalo skin beautifully ornamented with 
beads. On thesecond finger of his left 
hand he wore a valuable gold ring set with 
a large brilliant, a gift from the Marquis of 
Lansdowne. He wore a gray felt hat with 
a band and whiatle attached, ornamented 
with a large stained feather, trimmed at 
each end with small ermine tails. 
The Chief, “Three Bulls,’ who is 45 
years of age, is of lesser notoriety, being 
entirely subservient to his elder brother. 
He is of shorter build, possessing great 
physical powers, but does not possess the 
maternal and commanding bearing of his 
chief.

Grand Trunk Extension, 

If the following, from the Ottawa Free 
Press, is correct, it will be good news for 
the people of Bridgewater and the country 
east, Belleville ought also to be able to 
derive some benefit, on account of her supe- 
rior advantages as a point of shipment by 
water ;—‘' It is reported on good authority 
that the Grand Trunk Railway Company 
will commence the immediate connection 
of the Sault St. Marie extension from Gra- 
venhurst to Sault St. Marie. This line 
forming a short outlet from the Northwe: 
ern States via the Midland syatem to Ca- 
nadian ports, has been long contemplated, 
and its prospective advantages towards 
increasing the Canadian carrying and ship- 
ping trades exhaustively discussed. Not 
only will the distance from St. Paul, the 
great metropolis of the Northwestern 
States to tho seaboard, be shortened by 
several hundreds of miles, but there will alao 
be aa chief route from that city to Mont- 
real over which through trains will be able 
torun, Such a line will not only divert an 
immense quantity of freight which is at 
present sent round tho lakes to New York, 
through Canadian territory to Montreal 
and Quebec, but it will also afford needed 
competition. ‘The opening of this new line 
wlll necessitate the completion of the Mid- 
land system from Bridgewater to Ottawa 
and Montreal. The Grand Trunk railway 
extonsion is alroady graded to Perth and 
tho question romains to bo settled whethor 
it will be extended from thence to connect 
with tho prosont main line at Cornwall 
or by way of Ottawa, via the Canada 
Atlanticto Montreal. If tho lattor schomo 
be decided on the main lino from the North- 
westorn Statos will pass through this city 
and cannot fail to add immensely to its 
commorcial importance, besidos diverting a 
vast amountof traflic here.

Its construc- 
tion is due ty a far sighted view of the future by 
the statesmen of that country who foreeaw that 
by means of a t through railway line on 
their own soil from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
their vast unpeopled territory might in time be- 
come inhabited and productive. The great idea 
of the Cansdian Pacitic railway waa to 
pa _for a eet of the future, 
and time and patitnce are necessary 5 
fore the anticipated results could be seen. It 
would be almost preposterous to expect a lins of 
such Vast extent, built through a country in a 
large part uninhabited, to immediately develop 
a prosperous business, Still the development 
of the territory along that line has already been 
remarkable and promises in a much shorter 
period than many bad expected to make the en- 
terprise self-sustaining.” * * ¢ Lo

dian Paci reilway isa government enterprise

_ Our contemporary is inexcusably in error 
in stating that the road was built with the 
money of the Canadian Government, and 
that it is not obliged to pay any return to 
its owners. The road was, in part, built 
by the Government, but the/owners have a 
very large amount of money invested in it. 

The advantages which enable them to 
compete successfully with the United States 
Railways are these: Freedom from debt ; 
lower gradients + abetter constructed road ; 
better equipment; a shorter route to Liy- 
erpool ; and a more favorable climate. The 
laws of trade are inexorable, and the road 
which can carry freight and passeagers 
most cheaply will get the business. 

_ Thus the last assertion of the Grits hos- 
tile to this great national enterprise falls to 
the ground along with the others of like 
kind which they unwisely placed on record.

He apologized to his hedrers that no room 
could be found large enough to hold the 
audience and compared the present meet- 
ing with similar meetings held by Mr. Blake, 
where small rooms were sufficient to hold 
the audience, andasked why it was that 
the leader of the Dominion’ Government 
received such a hearty welcome? It was 
because Sir John and his party had a post- 
tive policy. He ably defended the land 
policy of the Government and said that 
the policy of the Opposition was o malig- 
ious policy that would deprive the country 
of the protection given to our industries by 
the Government in power without offering 
anything as an alternative, (a voice, “Blake 
only wanted powers”) Mr, Blake, he said, 
had denounced Riel as the cold blooded 
murderer of poor ‘Thos. Scott, which he 
made an important factor in tho election of 
1876 when Mr. Meredith aptly said at Lon- 
don that "Mr. Blake had ridden into power 
over the murder of poor Thos. Scott and 
was now trying to ride into power through 
Thos. Scott’s murdorer.”” The people of 
Quebeo, he declared, woro as Conservative 
as they ever wore (cheers) and he would 
venture to say that when the time camo

Much had been said about the interest 
paid upon the national debt, yet the inter- 
eat to-day was only $1.59 por cspita against 
$1.58 in 1878, after having spent millions 
in Government works. This he accounted 
for by the increase in the population, as 
woll as the reduced rate of interest secured 
by the better management of the country’s 
finances. (Cheors. 

Mn. Geo, Guiurer, M. P. for West Nor- 
thumberland, was then introduced to the 
audience, and spoke at some length, His 
romarks were received with applause by 
the audience, 

Sim Joun A. Macponatp on coming for- 
ward was received witha hearty three 
times three cheers from the audience. He 
said that he was much plessed with the ad- 
dress, which referred to his eke fe of 
public life and was much cheered by the 
hearty p of the hand that had been 
accorded him, Withall his mistakes and 
all his ‘aults, which were but human, he 
folt the people were willing to overlook his 
failings and shortcoming in the belief that 
he had at heart the greatest interest of the 
country. (Oheers.) Occupying as he did 
such a prominent position in the land his 
enemies had attacked and caluminated 
him, not being able to attack the policy of 
the Government. Conscious of the hon- 
esty of his purpose he despised all personal 
attacks,as he remembered that in his traant 
days at school when pillaging an orchard 
thoy always took che apples from the tree 
under which the greatest number of stones 
lay, which tree was sure to bear the richest 
fruit (laughter) ; he prided himself on his 
choice of colleagues (cheers), who he said, 
had manfully stated the policy of the Gov- 
ernment ; he apologised for calling the op- 

sition the Reform party, for, he said, 
(ir, Blake had said himself that the party 

had nothing to reform. That same party 

of Mr. Blake had governed the country — 
had been weighed in the balances and found 
wanting. When the present Government 
came into power they found the country 
depressed ; they found the markets glutted 
with the products of a country that shut 
its doors against the products of ours ; they 
found the peuple deprived of bread and no 
attempt to relieve them; and Sir Richard 
Cartwright had said that it was without tho 
powerof the Government to give vitality 
to native industry. The Mackenzie Goy- 
ernment was, in the language of Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright, a fly on the wheol, and the 
country paid dear for the dead flies, The 
Conservative party desired the welfare of 
the people. Their motto was **Canada for 
Canudians,” and their policy was accepted 
in 1878, when the opposition said, * we 
will see if you fulfil your policy,” and 
he would now ask the people of 
Canada if they had not fulfilled their pro- 
fessed policy of 1878 by subsequent acts. 
(Loud cheers.) As a result, Canada stands 
to-day in the eyes of tho world ag one of 
the most prosperous countries of the globe. 
(Cheong? You will see, he ‘said, attacks 
constantly upon the National ; Policy, and 
not a failue can ocourin factory or shop 
but is heralded in triumph asa failure of 
the National Polity.’ ahs he said, you 
will haye to fight, as you did'sd nobly in 
1878. (Qheers,) _ Ths Canadian Pacific 
Railway was carried through against the 
most malignant attacks of the Opposi- 
tion, as every effort was made to retard this 
great undertaking, for which the company 
had pledged theirfortunes. It was said 
that the contractors would build the prairie 
sections and/throw the balance on the 
country. Ib was gaid that they would never 
build the road north of the Georgian Bay ; 
yot they had completed one of tho’ finest 
roads on the continent,and one for which we 
had pledged our word with British Columbia 
to build, which road had now became a 
succes financially and otherwise and did 
much to. bind us closer to the mother coun- 
try in which we all jmust feel pride. 
(Cheers.) Ho referred to the rebellion in 
the North-West and said that no country 
could give more loyal assurance than did 
our citizens in stamping out the rebellion. 
They had left their homes and their fire 
sides and proved to the world that the 
people of Canada were abloto defend its 
liberties. Thisman Riel hadleft Canada and 
had allied himself to the United States, tak- 
ing an oath against the sovereignty of Great 
Britain, yet he had came over to Canada 
although a renegade in every way (a voice 
**A white rebel”) It cost the life's blood of 
some of our best men, yet it showed to the 
world that to whoever would be traitors to 
their country would be speedily meted out 
the strong arm of the law. The same Miel, 
he said, did not care so much for the half 
breeds but that he would have sold them 
for $35,000 or a sum much less, as he inti- 
mated; this man was held up by some as a 
martyr, showed himself uuworthy of any 
respect. Mr, Blake says in one breath 
that he was insane, yet he would ally him- 
self with a party in Quebeo that says he 
was o hero or martyr. It was evident that 
all Mr, Blake cared about in the matter 
was to get the Lower Canada vote, 
His collesgues from Lower Oanada, 
he said, were deserving of all re- 
spect, for they had taken their po- 
litical lives in their hands in carrying out 
the rule that there was to be one law for 
the whole people, yet they would have 
their reward, for he was yet to learn that 
the people of the lower province were not 
sympathizers with the Government of 
which he was at the head, (Cheers.) He 
thanked them, he anid, from the bottom of 
his heart for the kind reception that had 
been accorded himand said he believed that 
the Government would have the support of 
the majority of the people of the country 

Sir John concluded his spoech amid loud 
and prolonged cheoring, 

Mr. E. Cocunanx, M. P., being called 
upon, was received with hearty choors by 
the assombly, who stayod through the cold 
until well on towards midnight to hoar 
mattors of public interest discussod,as they 
wore inan able mannor by Mr, Cochrane.

Dr. Voultcheff, who acted as spokesman, 
He stated to Gen, Kaulbarsthat the circular 
had surprised the Bulgarian people, and 
asked him to reconsider some of the Rus- 
sian demads, particularly that for the 
postponement of the elections two months. 
The nation was anxious, Dr, Voultcheff con- 
tinued, to speedily settle the choice of a 
prince to occupy'the throne. In addition 
to the modifications, the doctor said the 
people desired Russia to withdraw her 
demand for the immediate raising of the 
state of siege, and also the demand for in- 
stant release of the prisoners in custody for 
complicity in the Coup d'Etat. Their 
liberation would be a dangerous precedent 
and besides if released the people would 
probably kill them in the streets for kid- 
napping Prince Alexander. He reiterated 
Bulgaria's fidelity to the Ozar, but said the 
laws of the country must be respected, 
Gen. Kaulbars, in reply, said the Bulgar- 
ians knew very well that the Czar had their 
prosperity at heart, but they must confide 
in the Czar and carry out his wishes. Dr. 
Voultcheff interrupted Gen. Kaulbars at 
this point and said; ‘If that is all you 
have to say, we will retire,” Tho deputa- 


tion then withdrew.

Terrific [Powder Explosion. 


A Magazine Scattered to Sp}inters and Four 
Men Blown to Atoms, 


Banton, N, Y,, Sept 30.—A terrific ex- 
plosion occurred at the Ditmar Powder 
works at Bay Chester, on the Harlom River 
branch of the New York and New Hamp- 
shire Railway, about 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, resulting in the instantaneous death 
of four men, who were employed in the 
factory. Tho explosion occurred in the 
packing house, Tho men were putting up 
and packing cartridges when the explosion 
occurred, shattering the building to splint- 
ors and blowing the four men to fragmenta, 
The exploding powder, of which thero was 
a largo quantity, shot up in the air as high 
as fifty loet, and splinters of tho building 
wore blown a great distance.

KR JOUN TO WG@RKINGMEN, 
He Tells Them all 
Labor and Statistios, 


Orrawa, October 8.—When Sir John A 
Macdonald spoke to the Young Men's Corp 
servative Association at London, Sept. 16, 
ho promised that ho would make a speech 
in the noar futuro for the special benefit of 
workingmen, The Promior further prom- 
ised that he would do his talking in Ottawa 
The mantle fell on the former 
city, and Sir John fulfilled his promise this 
evening, A 

The oceasion was mado further interest- 
ing to the residents of the Capital by giving 
them an opportunity of hearing Mr. W. R. 
Moredith, leader of the Ontarie Opposition. 
At7 o'clock nearly all the cabs and bands 
in the Capital gathered outside the grounds 
of ** Earnscliffe,” the residence of Sir John 
Tho carriages woro filled with the members 

of tho organizations which inaugurated the 
demonstration. Sir John and Mr, Mero- 
dith rode at the head of the procession in 
a spanking four-in-hand, Ag sliort a route 
a8 possibld was made for the Opera House 
on Albert street, where 1,200 peoplo wore 
gathorod. 

The audience was only limited by tho 
capacity of the building, as hundreds could 
not get inatall. Mr. Moredith occupied 
the seat of honor on the stage, being sand- 
wiched in between Sir John and Sir Heo- 
tor Langevin. All of the ministers pre- 
sont in the Capital wore also on the stage. 
These were Hon. Mo John Costigan, 
John Carling, Macker Bowell and Mr, 
McLelan, Minister of Finance.( Lady Mac- 
donald and Mrs. Patrick occupied a private 
box. All the other boxes and the front 
part of tho theatre were also filled with 
ladies. The meeting was enlivened with 
orchestral music, 

At 8 o'clock Sir John and Mr. Meredith 
came upon the stage and were chcered 
euthu iastcally The Premier carried a 
mammoth ebony gold-headed cane, 
while in his pocket ticked a trusty gold 
watoh, Those he exhibited to the audience. 
“The cane was given me,” ho said, ‘by 
the workingmon of Ottawa in 1872, and 
the watch by their brethren of Toronto 
in 1786, where | was working at my trade 
as a lawyer in the Queen city. That was 
when I was in the cold shades of opposi- 
tion.”” [Cheers.] 

John spoke foran hour. He told 

his hearers that the city of Ottawa had no- 

thing to thank Mr, Mowat for. As an off-

Sir John then proceeded to compare the 
methods of the Liberal party with those of 
his party as they affected the working 
class. He firat compared the fiscal policy 
of the two parties, The Conservatives be- 
lieved in proclaiming Canada for the Cana- 
dians and protecting her native industries. 
That this policy was a wise and judicious 
one was borne out by the fact that the Do- 
minion under national policy rule was not 
only one of the most prosperous countries, 
but was the most prosperous country on 
the faco of the earth. Mr, Mackenzie 
went into power in 1873 after tho fall of 
the Conservative Government on the Paci- 
fic Railway scandal, with a clean slate, and 
without having committed any sins asa 
Government. His (Mr, Mackenzie's) aub- 
sequent record wasa series of blunders 
and a mass of maladministration. Sir 
John asked the psople of Canada to re- 
member that the Conservative party in- 
itiated the National Policy, and that they 
would stand or fall byit. (Cheers.) In 
1872 the late George Brown, then one of 
the managers of the Liberal party, had 
twenty-four of his printers locked up be- 
cause they belonged to a Trades’ Union, 
He (Sir John) was Minster of Justice then 
and the first thing he did was to introluce 
a bill to legalize tradea unions the same as 
the Imperial Government of Great Britain 
had done. Which then was tho working- 
men friend in this case? When represent- 
ations were made by the workingmen 
of the Dommion that convict labor was 
competing unfairly against free labor, his 
Government determined todo away with 
the system as existing contracts would per- 
mit. When Mr. Mackenzie came into 
power ho favored the employment of con- 
vict labor to such an extent that he told 
Parliament that the Government might 
somo day utilize it to the extent of build. 
ing the rolling stock for the great Cava- 
dian Pacific and other Government roads 
then being constructed. On the Chinese 
question the Consorvative party took the 
view that the Mongolians were yory un- 
desirable citizens and cheap competitors 
against native labor. In 1878 Mr. Mac- 
kenzie told Parliament that he could not 
think of legislating against any particular 
class, race or color, The Conservative 
Government backed ita opinions in 1883 by 
placing a heavy tax upon every Chinese im- 
migrant that came into the country. Aus- 
tralia had adopted a similar policy in pre- 
ference to a prghibitory one. Had the 
lattor policy been pursued the Chinese 
Government might have rotaliated by 
SO eee trado with the merch. 
ants of Canada. Again, the Consorvative 
party had sought to make the working men 
thrifty by paying them 4 por cont. for de- 
positing their savings in the Government 
banks, the safest institutions on the face 
of the earth. Of course the friends of the 
banks in Parliainont objected to this policy 
as againat their own interests, ‘* Which 
party, then,” asked the Promior, ‘*has 

eon tho better friend of the workingmen!" 

Sir John thon came to the most inter- | 
esting part of his speech.

A procession was formed to carry the Ark or 
aaored Hox which, though only three feet nine 
inches in length, and four feet three inches in 
height and depth, was the symbol of God's 
presence, As the leaders of the procession lift- 
ed tbis ornamented and brilliant box by two 
golden poles run through four golden rings, and 
started for Mount Zion, all the pecs chanted 
the battle hymn of my text :—“' Let God arise, 
let His enemies be scattered,” 

The Cameronians of Scotland, outraged by 
James the First, who forced upon them religi- 
ous forms that were offensive, aud by the terr- 
ible persecution of Drummond, Dalziel, and 
Turner, and by the oppressive laws of Charles 
the First and Charles the Second, were driven 
to rare war against tyrants, and went forth 
to fighs for religious liberty ; and the mountain 
heather became red with carnage, and at Both- 
well Bridge and Aird’s Moss and Drumclog the 
battle hymn and the battle shout of those glor- 
ious old Scotchmen was the text I havechos.a:

| of the Miramichi river, on tho Intercolonial 

Railway, were amongst the most promi- 
nent of the public works with the execu 
\ Hon of which Mr. Brown was identified, 
with his partnors, Messrs. Geo. Neilson 
and Mesars, Brooks and Ryan. Deceasod 
was alao, with tho late Mr. Brooks, one of 
the original contractors for the Grand 
Junction, but he retired from the firm 
and subsequently after; Mr. Brooks’ 
failure, excouted some work for the com- 
pany. Since that time Mr. Brown had 
lived in retirement. Deceased was a bach- 
olor, and his nearest surviving relatives are 
his brother, Col. James Brown, and his 
sister, Mra. Keith. He wasa man of ex- 
Jcollent business capacity and acquired o 
Jarge fortune, the amount of which is said 
to be about half a million of dollors. It is 
bolioved that he died without leaving a will, 
Mr. Brown was a Reformer in politics, and 
an adherent of St, Andrew's Presbyterian

About 10 o'clock on 
Boyle discovered smoke 
upper flatof the building 
INTELLIGENCER Office, and gave the xlarm 
atthe police station. Tho f s found | 
tobe in the press room floor between the 
boilor and enging, Fortunately it was dis 
covered and oxtinguished much 
of the woodwork was consumed, ‘Tho | 
origin of the fire is unknown. The 
olovator for hoisting the forms from | 
the press room to the composing room was | 
near, which caused the smoke to spread all 
through the building. Tho hoat was so in- 
tense that the rollors on tho daily press 
wore melted, whilst those on the weokly | 
press, further from the fire, were deadened 
and spoiled, Considerable belting was de 
stroyed. Tho wall encasing the boilor was 
torn away to enable the firomen to get at 
the fire in the floor below. The result is 
that one end of the boiler has dropped a | 
few inches and will have to be elevated be- | 
fore steam can bo raised. Tho brigade 
workod to considerable disadvantage,as the 
fire was principally under the floor, but 
they made quick work of it, An ink bar 
rol usually stood within a foot of whore 
tho fire started, A few days ago 
& now barrel was gotinand placed where 
the cold drafts trom the outside door could 
not strike it. 1t wasn lucky move, as had 
a barrel of ink been in the blaze nothing 
could have saved the building. To-day's 
issuo of the paper is printed on the Untario 
press. The damage to this office will be 
repaired as speedily as possible. Consider- 
able of the flooring is torn up and tho 
prosses are stil! from bei deluged with 
water. Damages are placed at about $500; 
covered by insurance. ‘The efliciency of the 
fire brigade saved the office and plant.

A Young Fire Bug. 


Early last Thursday evening the family 
GE Mr. Chas Westfall, of the 1st con. Thur- 
low, were aroused by the cry of fire, and 
upon hurrying out found that a hay stack 
close to his barn was on fire, By the as- 
sistance of hia neighbors tho fire was put 
out without much damage, This deliberate 
attempt to destroy Mr, Westfall’s property 
naturally excited him very much, and he 
with one or two of his neighbors remamed 
up all night. Next morning Mr, Westfall 
came to Belleville on some business, and 
was just starting for home when he was 
startled to hear froma neighbor that dur- 
ing his absence another uttémpt had been 
mode to burn his property.’ Upon arriving 
home he found that shortly after his Jeav- 
ing smoke was discovered ,by some of his 
neighbors issuing from ths barn, and upon 
the alarm being given his neighbors rushed 
to the spot to find a large mow filled with 
hay ablaze. Theyall turned in with a will, 
and after a desperate fight for some time 
subdued it. Suspicion at once fell upon a 
young Marchmont girl some 15 years old, 
who had been in Mr. Westfall’s employ for 
some time.” Upon being accused of the 
crime she at first indignaatly denied it, but 
afterwards confessed it to Mr. Westfall and 
Miss Bilbrough, of the Marchmont Home, 
Last Monday mornihg she was brought be- 
fore the Police Magistrate, and upon being 
questioned again acknowledged her guilt. 
She said both Mr, and Mrs. Westfall had 
been very kind to her, but could give no 
reason for setting thé tire other than that, 
as she had never seen a large fire, she had 
got a very strong desire to see one, so took 
this method of satisfying her curiosity. 

Mr. Flint sentenced her to two years in 
the Mercer Reformatory. Miss Bilbrough 
was present and took the girl tothe Home, 
from which place she will send a person in 
charge of her to the Reformatory, 

At the time of the fires, all the season’s 
crop of grain besides a large quantity of hay 
was in the barn. If it had not been for his 
neighbors, whe one and all did everything 
in their power, and to whom he is very 
thankful, Mr. Westfall’s loss would have 
been a very serious one. Asit is, his loss 
is very trifling.

Four Huntingdon Farmers Robbed in One 
Nighi 


Mr. John Fleming, of the 7th concession 
of Huntingdon, was in the city on Monday 
afternoon and reported a series of robberies 
that were committed in his neighborhood 
on the night of the 7th inst, He said that 
his house was entered on the night named 
and a black valise, together with a black 
overcoat, plaid shawl,a number of tin 
dishes, dairy pails, groceries and sundry 
other articlos taken out.

A fow months ago, while Mrs, Muir, of 
Herchimer avenue, was driving along the 
railway cast of the station of the city, the 
horse took fright at a passing train and ran 
away, throwing her against a rock. I was 
immediately summoned, and found that 
sho had sustained a sorious injury of the 
shoulder, involving a fracture of what is 
known to the profession as the Acromian 
process. apart from a severe contusion of 
tho large muscles, nerves, and blood vessels 
of the shoulder, It was followed by acute 
pain and inflammation, which continued 
over a period of three months, and as a 
result of said mischief, causing stiffness of 
shoulder, elbow, wrist and finger joints, 
which under passive motion is improving, 
and will be very largely overcome. 

By accident a week or two ago Dr. Eakiv 
saw her and informed her that the head of 
the bone at the shoulder was dislocated, i.e. 
out of plan, that all the inflammation and 
pain, past and present, was caused by the 
formation of a new socket for the head of 
the displaced bone, and left the impression 
or her mind that if he had been called in 
he could have saved her all this sutiering. 
Ho went to see her some days later, giving 
as areason that it was after dark when he 
ri her before, and till wishing to treat

I say nothing of the total disregard of 
protessional otiquitte which allowed him to 
interfere with the patient of another, but 
though he did not succeed in inducing her 
to change her medical attendant, he made 
her anxious and uncertain, which had a bad 
effect upon her, and I do not feel disposed 
to quietly submit in this instance as I did 
upon a former occasion when Mrs. W. of 
the Kingston Road fell and sustained a 
similar injury, and who was treated by me 
according to the rules of surgery. At the

painful examination, (breaking up all the 
connections and setting her back several 
weeks) and wished to apply pulleys to re- 
duce it. When [next saw her I found her 
in great pain caused by his meddling, and 
had great difficulty in quieting her fears. 
Time proved to her unmistakably that 1 
was right. 

I chal- 
lenge Dr. Eakins to get any disinterested 
medical man outside of this city, while I do 
the same and Jet them examine the case 
and decide which is correct. We binding 
ourselves that whoever is wrong will pay 
five hundred dollars, mine if 1 be wrong to 
go to Mr. Muir, and his if ho be wrong to 
go to the new hospital in this city.

‘They claim 
that tho clover seed crop was larger by this 
practice than by mowing, The trampling 
of the sheep's hoofs undoubtedly injured 
the clover plants, and so close was the pas- 
turing that by the 10:h of June, when the 
sheep were turned out, the clover field 
would be nearly bare of vogotati But 
the droppings of She sheep would stimulate 
growth, and if a rain camo to givo the clo- 
vor a start, in two weeks the field would 
be green, and soon after red with clover 
blossoms. 
It is very important that the clover got 
an even start, and from as near the root as 
possible. Mowing mmoliines ure nearly al- 
ways set to cut Clover too high, This is to 
avoid stones. With most grassed this high 
cutting is an advantage. It is notso with 
clover. With the scythe ona sinooth sxr- 
faco the mower hugs closer to the ground 
than the horse niover dare to ran. A flock 
of hungry sheep gnaw even still closer, and 
this short cropping, if not carried too far, 
makes a better second growth. Where 
clover is lodged so that the machine passes 
over it, only cutting off tho heads, the seo- 
ond growth seldom amounts to much, al- 
though this fallon clover is presumably 
on the richest soil, The sprouting from 
an old stock eight or ten inches high is 
weakoned by the sup required to maintain 
vitality in the part that should have been 
cutaway. This force concentrated on one 
ortwo ew shoots from near the root 
would have mado them grow vigorougly. 
Most farmers havo gotinto the habie of 
leaviug their clover too long before cutting 
tho first crop to allow a good growth for 
seed. A fow days later, waiting until the 
clover gets in full blossom, makes the hay 
crop weigh much heavier, [tis also, up 
tothe time of blossoming, sweeter and 
richer than if cut earlier, But what is 
gained in tho hay is lost to the vigor of the 
second growth and the vitality of the clover 
plant. If farmers wait until clover heads 
begin to turn brown the seed crop will be 
scarcely worth cutting, Blooming is very 
exhausting toany plant. Eyery~day it 
continues diminishes ita power to make a 
second growth. This is especially true of 
clover, which isa biennial, and naturally 
dies after producing x crop of seed. One 
of the advantages of heavy pasturing of 
clover before letting it grow for seed, was 
that stock was always turned off before any 
signs of clover blossoms appeared. 
A top-drossing of rich, finely-rotted 
mautre mixed with some inineral fertilizer 
is an excellent stimulant to the production 
of clover seed. No coarse manure should 
be used, as it will smother the plants or 
cause a rank growth and be in the way of 
cutting. Years ago we heard of excellent 
results from applying wood ashes sown 
broadcast after the firatmowing. Thehint 
was gotfrom large crops of clover seed 
often grown on land that had lately been 
Jogged und burned over, This was before 
the days when phosphate of lime was much 
used, but that also will probably be helpful

ONTAIUO. 


In Ontario the choicest exhibits have 
beon secured from the Industrial Exhibi 
tion,at Torento ; the Provincial,at Guelph; 
aod.the several important fairs held at 
London, Hamilton, Belleville and Goder 
ich. These have been supplemented by 
private cflorts, by which localities that 
otherwise would not havo beon represented 
have been ploced under tribute. From 
Ontario there has also been forwarded dur- 
ing the past six weeks regular weekly ship- 
monts of apples and pears to be sold on 
the Canadian fruit market, and now with 
thoso Jater lots about tivo tons of kelected 
grapes have been sent for the same pur- 
pose, embracing most of the leading yurie- 
ties in cultivation, Thus visitors at the 
Colonial Exhibition will bo afforded an op- 
portunity of jadging of the quality of these 
hoice fruits of our orchards and yineyards, 
The grapes have been procured from many 
different and widely distant sections cf 
Ontario, for the purpose of showing that 
the favored climate of this Province will 
permit of grapes being well ripened in the 
open airovera very large area, Those 
districts which border the lakes in tho 
western portion of the Province, also the 
localities of Lindsay, Bolloville and Ot- 
tawa haye all furnished their quota for this 
purpose. 

QUEBEC. 

In Quebee excellent collections have 
been made, chiefly through the labors of 
the ‘* Montreal Horticultural Society and 
Fruit Growers’ Association of the Province 
of Quebec.” Asa result of the efforts of 
the officers and direotors of this Society, a 
magniticent collection was obtained, trom 
the Exhibition held in Montreal, and choice 
selections made from several important 
county exhibitions held in other parts of 
the Province of Quebec. An excellent 
collection has also been secared from the 
Dominion Exhibition held at Sherbrooke. 
In addition to this, Quebec has furnished 
considerable quantities of its highly-flavor- 
ed Famense aud St. Lawrence apples, large 
aud handsome Alexander apples, and some 
superb Flemish Beauty pears, for sale, to 
gratify the palates of our transatlantic 
friends. 

NOVA SCOTIA, 

In Nova Scotia the collecting has been 
undertaken by the Rev,J. R. Hart, Presi- 
dent of the Fruit Growers’ Association of 
that Province, who has secured a fine as- 
sortment filling twenty-one ‘cases, which 
have been forwarded from Halifax. Mr 
Hart's well known skill and enthusiasm 
havivg been brought to bear on this sub- 
ject, the supply from Nova Scotia will 
without doubt be highly creditable, 

NEW BRUNSWICK, 
In New Branswick Mr, Chas. H. Lug- 
rin, of St. John’s, has taken charge of the 
work, and is making strenuous etforts to 
sustain the reputation of that Province, 
where some very fine fruits and and vege- 
tables are grown. 
PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND.

Good food in plenty, and warm, agreeable, 
clean quarters must be provided to insure 
quick wud successful moulting. By hasten- 
ing the process the fowls are more vigorous, 
and will give a better result in eggs in 
Winter and be in prime condition by the 
exhibition season. 

Hempsced is agreat help in feather for- 
mation, alsou little sulphur, However, 
sulphur, after the month of August, must 
be used with grest caution, us the even- 
ings and mornings are cften cold with 
heavy dew and sulphur, by its action on 
the skin, predisposes the birds to feel keen- 
ly auch changes of weather. 

Good oats, peas and wheat aro a better 
food fur fowls during moulting than corn, 
as they contain more of the elements need- 
ed for the production of feathers. Again 
oats are a splendid food for keeping up the 
animal vigor. 

Do not neglect the growing chickens, 
for the pullets of the early maturing class 
will soon be laying. Those that have lib- 
erty need but two or three full meals a 
day, as they can pick up myriads of in- 
sects and seeds for aome time to come, 
Ripe vegetables and fallen fruits are ulso | 
good for thom.

Tn his long career Mr. Kennedy had ac- 
cumulated a snug fortune, most of which 
he had invested in property in his native 
town of Edinburgh, in the suburbs of 
which he owned a beautiful residence. In 
none of the many Canadian towns in which 
his name was a household word, will tho 
death of the genial Scottish bard be more 
sincerely regretted than in Belleville,where 
during his frequent professional visits he 
made mauy friends. 


Sixty-five Lives Lost, 


Tho Town of Sabine Pass Delaged and the 
People Drowned, 


New Onveans, Oct. 14.—The town of 
Sabino Pass was totally destroyed by the 
overflowing of the Sabine river on Tuesday 
night, Lt is known that 65 lives are lost, 
During the overflow a hotel containing 16 
or 20 persons was swept out into the bay, 
and all the occupants drowned ; nota house 
was left in the wholecountry, and everything 
was drowned. A relief boat has gone from 
Orange with provisions and clothing forthe 
destitute, At Orange the Catholic church 
was blown down and considerable other 
damage done. The telegraph wires are all 
down, and it 1s impossible to get informa. 
tion from the stricken towns. The recent 
gale caused almost a total destruction of 
crops of all kinds from Point a la Hache to 
Port Eads, on the east eide of the! river, 
The schooner J. and J., Jumber laden, was 
driven on the leveo and left high and dry. 
Two unknown lugyérs shared the same fate. 
What few oranges were on the trees were 
blown off. The damage between Point a 
la Hache and Port Eads in rice gardens, 
cattle, poultry, horses, houses, etc., is esti- 
mated at $200,0/0. No loss of life is re- 
ported. 


In Death not Divided. 


Two Sisters Driven to Suicide by Slow 
Starvation, 

Lonnos, Oct, 13.—On Sunday afternoon 
the hodies of two girls, fastened together 
by a piece of rope around their waists, were 
fished out of the Thames, and it was at 
first supposed to be another case of murder 
to be added to the long list of those known 
to the police, but which present no clue as 
to the perpetraters ofthe deeds of blood. 
Evidence in this case shows that the 

irls, who are sisters named Jane and 
Sliza Taylor, 17 and 19 years of age, 
committed suicide, A slip of paper in the 
pocket of the elder girl gave their ad- 
dress in a tenemont house in the east end, 
andin searching the apartmert that had 
been occupied by them, a letter was found 
announcing their intended suicide. The 
girls formerly managed to subsist by mak- 
ing paper match-boxes, but of late this 
work failed. ‘The sisters,having sold every 
spare article of clothing, were reduced to 
the verge of starvation. While suffering 
the panys of hunger, they were tempted to 
take to a life of shame “und knowing” the 
letter says, ‘* hunger is stronger than vir- 
tue, and that if we live we must yield, we 
have decided to die,” The composition of 
the letter and the writing would indi- 
cate that the girls were better educated 
than those who are usually found work- 
ing at the sadly non-renumerative trade of 
match-box making. 


Low Price of Wheat, 

Muxyeavouis, Minn., October 13.—No. 
1 hard wheat sold at 69c. on Monday, the 
lowest price ever reached in this market. 
Minneapolis received 892,000 bushels of 
wheat last week, aginat 1,070,000 bushels 
the week before and 1,548,000 the corre- 
sponding week last year. The weather has 
been fine and the roads excellent. This, 
however, is against free marketing, as the 
farmers are ploughing and getting their 
Autumn work out of the way. The **bears” 
say that as soon as the ground freezes and 
the woathor becomes bad farmers will rush 
their wheat to market in a way never before 
heard of in the North-West.

Indesecretion Kesults In Bloodshed. 


Cucado, Oct. 19,—Tho atock yard strike, 
which promised to pass into history asa 
bloodless one, has been attonded by a sacri 
fico of human life. Terry Begley and an- 
other man were mortally woundod by the 
Pinke: men this afternoon, and some 

| hundred and fifty of the latter wore arrestec 
to await disposition on a charge of murder, 
All but six were afterwards released.

They had mado up their minds that they 
did not care to remain any longer if the old 
hands wore to come back. Tho report of 
their foars was communicated to Mr. Oud- 
ahoy, who assured them of protection if 
| thoy desired to stay. They had concluded, 
however, that the other butchers would 
ultimately make it so unploasant for them 
that they had better quit at once, A train 
was telegraphed for, and before 12 o'clock 
the last non-vnion man had left the 
premises. ‘The men wero in a Lake Shore 
train, the butchers on the front cars, the 
guards in the three at the rear. The lat 
ter had thoir rifle muzzlos pointing out of 
the windows, There wasa stop at Halsted 
and Fortieth-street to attach other cars, 
and the train was switched back somo little 
distance. A crowd of curious people had 
assombled, and as the inmates of the train 
were recognized there was some jeering re- 
marks made. Asthe train repassedthis point 
a Pinkerton man pushed his rifle out, aim- 
ing at the crowd and fired his weapon. 
Terry Bogloy foll mortally wounded, The 
noise of the explosion caused oxcitement 
in and outside of the cars, In a moment 
it was followed by a regular vyolley from 
the other riflemen and the crowd which 
was largely composed of school children 
fled ina panic. In the flight a man fell 
and was hastily carried away by bis friends. 
He was also wounded, The train then 
steamed on. 

When the train reached Twenty-second- 
street it was boarded by a detachment of 
Chicago police who placed all tho specials 
under arrest. 

Beglev, who was taken to his home at 
Enerald avenue and Forty-second streot, 
was still living late this afternoon, but his 
death was almost momentarily expected.

There is no 
doubt this hasbeen anunprecedentedly dry 
and hot summer. Ina residence of over 
| nine years | have not seen anything like it, 
and for that reason the crops were greatly 
affected, the result varying with the local- 
ity. Where the soil was too sandy or too 
heavy, cither one, the crop was short and 
a pened too fast. L have heard of one man 
who got only a little nore than his seed 
back, but if he under the circumstances 
had got much more I should say the science 
of farming would be useless, but on the 
other hand [ know of a number who have 
threshed out from 35 to 43 bushela por 
acre, which is quite a different showing. 
Some places were favored with more rain 
than others and the result was seen direct- 
ly inthe crop. I think a fair average for 
Manitoba this year would be about 2 
bushels, which considering the year is good, 
Then the grain is all good, Said touched 
with frost this year,’so that it readily com- 
mands the highest price the market will 
afford. From 50 to 57 cents is about 
the standard price. And it is worthy 
of notethat that our price is 4 or 5 
cents higher than just across the line, in 
Dakota or Minnesota,that paradise to which 
our Canadian youth have been advised to 
yo. Ifthe N. P. affords no protection to 
the farmer, it seems queer that the buyer 
give 5c. on one side of an invisible line can 
affo: . per bushel for grain more than the 
buyer who stands no more than ten feet 
away from him but on the other side of 
thatline. Thon the oat crop varied as the 
wheat this year, but the average isnot up 
to former years, but this is well offset by 
the fact that while last year oats sold as 
low as 10c. and never rose higher than 22c., 
this year the market opened at 20c. and is 
at the time of this writing 29c., with pros- 
pect of further rise, Our farmers also have 
got pretty well into stock raising and are 
realizing very good returns from that line. 
From the little station where 1 live one 
buyer shipped over $1,000.00 worth of pigs, 
and there were others, and several car loads 
of cattle were shipped from the same sta- 
tion. Thus from various lines, cattle, hogs, 
poultry, horses, the farmer's receipts have 
been constantly increased; while on the 
other hand,the prices of machinery andlabor 
have been steadily decreased, so that it will 
not be any exaggeration to say we are 
nearly twice as well off in this country to- 
day as three years ago. The result is 
sensibly felt in the more hopeful and satis- 
fied tone which pervade this whole com- 
munity as respects the prospects of this 
country. There are, and there will be, 
croakers here, men who have made a failure 
here, and who have made a failure in On- 
tarioorelsewhere before coming here, Such 
men will cloak, but itis a good thing to 
know them, Then puvlitical animosity 
makes a deal of croaking about the country.

The well-informed Montreal correspond- | 
ent of the St. Johns (Que) News writes :-— | 
From Presentappearances the status quoisto 
be maintained and that can be lawfully done 
on strictly constitutional principle and pre- | 
cedent. Whon « doubt of the kind existe, 
it is only a vote of the Legislature that 
can settle it, and that will be obtained on 
nvoting of the house. The house may 
be called a little earher than usual, and 
that undoubtedly will be done. No regular 
mecting of the Legislature can be held 
before next year, but instead of March the 
convocation may bo set for January or 
February. What makes this course the 
more feasible is the fact that itis the o

Several points connected with the elec- 
tion deserve to benoted. One isthe popa- 
Jar yote,which is much insisted upon in the 
United States when the results of an elec- 
tion are summed Up. The popular yote is 
fully 2,000 in favor of the Government, a 
fact of gteat significance when we come to 
investigate to the extent of the Riel moye- 
ment, Several of the Liberal majorities 
are largo, notably those of Sc. Hyacinthe 
and St, Johns, but in many cases, the Con- 
ervative majorities may be accounted en- 
rmous, as in Pontiac and Compton. 
The sang in Megantic is also remarkable. 
Several of the opposition are elected by 3, 
7,11 oud 15. The townships responded 
nobly, as you had time to mention last 
week. The English vote was cast freely 
and sll one way. No fuss was made about 
it, bat the well-to-do tax-paying English 
speaking people of the province gave no 
uncertain indication of their opinions. 
This was not quite so perceptible in Mont- 
real where a full vote was not polled, and 
where there was a complication with the 
labor candidate, but even there it was 
sufficiently strung to carry a decisive moan- 
ing. 

Altogether there is no reason to be dis- 
ieartened by the result. ‘fhe Government 
fought against terrible odds which were not 
of their own seeking or their own making. 
The issue was violently thrust upon them. 
Their own merits or demerits were set aside, 
anda Federal question, of the deepest 
constitutional moment,really involving the 
autonomy of the Province and leading di- 
rectly to the Legislative Union, and made 
the gage of battle. The consequences are 
not so fatalasthey might have been, and 
there is strong reason to hope that matters 
will be mended without further wrench. 

The rousing majority in Brome is a splen- 
did tribute to one of the best and most 
honorable of men, as well as to the good 
sense of a people who know how to ap- 
preciate genuine worth, in the midst of 
the most glaring difficulties, Stanstead 
was a most agreeable surprise, proving how 
true the national sontiment is among the 
intelligent people of that country.

“Mr. George T. Comins, the largest bobbin 
manufacturer in the United States, who intend- 
ed to establish aybobbin mill at Ottawa, has given 
up the idea, Ina letter received to-day by a 
gentleman here Wr, Comins says: ‘Owing totho 
heavy duty imposed upon the manufactured ar- 
ticle [cannot make it pay. My present inten- 
tion 14 to establish a miil near the border on the 
U.S, side, and ship my lumber from Canada 
there to be cut.’ Ottawa could jest as well as 
not have had a mill employing 1,000 hands bad 
it not been for the present tariff, which seems to 
oppress Canadian manufacturors, as there ara at 
present no mills of the kind here which do an 
export trade in bobbins. —Ottawa Free Press. 

The free trade organ haa ** put its foot

Lhe Linen Industry of Ulster 

Ulster is the home of the flox plant, the 
graceful blue blossoms of which givo 
such delight to the summer fields, afford- 
ing ® pleasant relief to the many acres of 
meadows carpeted with the snow-white 
linons which the factories have produced 
from this same plant. The manufacture 
flax belongs almost to the beginning 
of things in Ireland, its introduction iuto 
the country being anterior to the period 
of historical record. Tho firat English 
representative that manifested any real 
sympathy with local enterprise, so far as 
the Irish linen trade was concerned, was 
Thomas Wentworth, 1 of Stratford, 
who, when acting ox the Viceroy 
Charles 1., adopted measures for the im- 
provement of the cultivation of the flax 
plant.

With the 
view of putting his ideas to the beat pos- 
sible tost he had a cargo of seed imported 
from Holland, and got over several experi- 
enced Dutsh farmers to superintend and 
instruct the native cultivators in the art of 
growing the plant. The result was most 
pratifying. the next year's crop being a 
undred times larger in quantity than the 
previous yield, while in quality it was 
greatly superiorto any that had been for- 
morly beey raised in the country. In this, 
asin other things, the Lord Deputy was

manufacture of Ireland spent4n one year 
£10,000 of hisown private fortune. At

the former amounting to $265,000,000, 
and the latter to about $70,000,000 per an- 
num. Again, whilst dwelling upon the 
enormous aggregate of the moi ea on 
farms in Prince Edward—$4,000, on 
240,000 acres—Mr, McMullen seems to 
lose sight of the fact that farm mortgages 
are not unknown in the States. In his re- 
cent work on **Labor, Land and Law,” 
Congressman W, A, Phillips tells us that in 
the West forty per cent. of the homesteads 
secured under the Federal Land laws by 
five years’ occupancy, plus settlementduties, 
are alienated or mortgaged within 2 years 
after the patent issues to the settler, Mr. 
Phillips and Mr. Gill, the writer of an 
article on American landlordism in the 
North American Review for January last, 
agree that the tendency in the States is 
towards the monopolization of the land by 
large capitalists, which, of course, must in- 
yolve a diminution of the number of yeo- 
men owning and cultivating their own 
farms, The census gives the number of 
farms in the United States at 4,000,000. 
Of these 2,980,000 are put down as belong- 
ing to cultivating owners, and 1,020,000 to 
renters, Mr, Phillips observes that ‘‘fora 
nation not yet out of the squatting era, 
with some public lands still left to take,the 
fact that more than one-fourth of the farms 
in the whole country have already drifted 
into the condition of lan: and tenant, 
would in itself besufticientlyalarming.” But 
this is not the worst ofit. Of the 2,980,- 
000 cultivating owners, Mr. Phillips says 
no fewer than 1,508,000 aro capitalists, 
whose farms are cultivated by laborers,the 
number of firm laborers in the whule coun- 
try being given by the census as 3,325,000. 
So that the number of bona fide yeoman 
farmers in the States does not exoeed 1,- 
472,000 ; and alarge number of these, 
says Mr. Phillips, are in debt for their 
land to the money lenders. ‘* The squeez- 
ing process,” he adds, ‘‘is going on at 
the rate of eight or ten per cent., and 
in most cases can terminate but in one 
way.” The mortgage is not, however, 
the only burden upon the American far- 
mer—he has to pay in freight taxes the 
interest on watered railroad stocks. The 
funded debt of the American railroads. 
accordiug to Poor's ** Manual” for 1885, is, 
in round numbers, $3,500,000,000 and Mr. 
Phillips estimates that of this sum no 
loss than $1,000,000,000—ton hundred 
millions—reprosent water, which has found 
its way into pp rockets of promoters and 
manipulators, Mf the State land laws 
framed by railroad lawyers and speculators, 
under which the rencing farmer lives, Mr. 
Gill observes that they are ** implements 
for extracting rent, aa simple, terrible 
and brutally candid in their design as a 
revolver in the hands of a road agent.” 
The result of all these oppressive agencies 
is that the rural population of the United 
States is relatively diminishing. In 1800 
the urban population was six and four- 
tenths of the whole population; in 1820, 
only fourand eight-tonths. But in 1830 it 
had rison to nine and one-tentha, in 1860 
to thirteon and five-tenths, whilst in 1880 
it was cighteen and two-tonths. In 1886, 
Mr. Phillips says. the urban population is 
not loss than one-fifth of the whole, as com- 
pared with less than one-twentieth sixty 
years ago. If farming in she States ix so 
much more profitable than in Ontario, 
how aro these figures to be accounted for? 

No one disputes tho importance of the 
American market to the Canudian farmer. 
Beyond doubt reciprocity would be a groat 
boon. But whon Mr. McMullen urges us 
to cut loose from Great Britain and to sink 
our hopes for the Canada ot the future in 
order to partako of the blossings of Amori-

The bard soda soaps aro usually prefer 
ablo to tho soft potash soaps for toilet pur- 
poses, The quality of soaps depends upon 
the quality of their constituents and_ the 
thorvughnoss of their saponification, Good 
soaps must not contain free alkali or any 
foreign irritating substance, The addition 
of moderate quantitios of perfumes docs 
not materially change the quality. 

Simple, finely-ground powders, auch as 
starch, magnesia, etoe.,, aro entirely in- 
nocuous and often act as a useful protection 
against external irritants. 

Froquent application cf alchol (as in bay 
ram, Florida water, cologne spirits, eto.,) 
abstracts the water of the skin, makes it 
dry and brittle and impairs ita nutrition. 
This is also true of glycerine. 

All toilet washes containing alcohol to any 
considerable extent should be avoided. 
This is true to a still greater extent of other 
additions to washes, such aa corrosive sub- 
limate, mineral acids, certain moballic salts, 
ote. 

Camphor acts merely a3 bleaching pow- 
der. This is also true of benzoic resin, sul- 
phur flowers and substances containing tat - 
nie acid. 

Tho uso of sweetamelling oils and fats 
should be employed to a greater extent than 
is now done for toilet purposes. 

This is pexieulanly true with regard to 
the growth of the hair, The nutrition of 
the scalp should be increased by the ration- 
al applications of fat (for example in the 
form of oil baths by means of the applce 
tion at night of aaponge soaked in oil upon 
the scalp), and the greater use of simplo 
pomades.

The oils of butter have a tendency to push 
the particles of meat apart, so that they 
fall to pieces by solution #0 easily that they 
become liquid much more readily than if 
they were togother in a solid mass without 
any material between then, Tho action 
is likened unto a powerful acid put upon 
iron, which will insinuate itself betwe 
tho particles of iron and loosen then 
these oils of butter often play ani 
part in the digestion of othor solic 

“T desire orroborate the experience 
of Dr, Sturtevant-concerning bacteria in 
milk, aud about their floating in the air. 
Called to advise with some cheese makera 
in the northern part of New York State, I 
found that at one of their factories, tho 
cheese after it was two or three weeks old, 
became offensive, It smelled asifit wore 
putrefying. There seomed to be no 
cause for such a change. The rennet was 
pure. After careful examination I found 
that one of the patrons of the cheese fac- 
tory was a dealer in phosphates, and kept 


l« 


them stored in his milk-barn, loading the 
air with its offensive odors. Tho cows 
breathed in the bad odor, loaded with bac- 
teria, and carried it through their bodies 
into their milk, 1t was also absorbed into 
the milk while standing in pails in tho 
milking-barn, aud thus carried the infec: 
tion into the cheese vat.” 

Prof. Edwards remarked upon the Swiss 
modo of guarding against bacteria by 
straining thoir milk through a funnel into 
which they placed an upright piece of the 
cone of tir. Itis claimed that milk strain- 
ed through that will guard against bacteria, 
1t is almost impossible to guard by closed 
cans. The Swiss take the funnel, into 
which they place the cone of fir, straining 
through it, using a new piece at overy time 
of straining. They claim the plant collécts 
the filth from the milk. There is pro- 
bably something in the idea of the 
essential oil taking up and removing the 
filth. 

B. D. Gilbert stated that a friend had a 
dairy which produced tho richest of milk, 
and, although the milk was rich it smelled 
very strongly of the stable, yet everything 
about the stable was perfectly clean. Why 
should the milk smell so strong of the sta- 
ble, and be so disagreeable to drink? 

Prof. Arnold remarked in reply as fol- 
lows ; ‘* You may lay it down as a certainty 
that the stable is not properly ventilated.

The other handkerchief was of coarser 
wuslin, a simple pattern worked in gay 
colors, and, judging from its size, for o 
child’s uso, 

On inquiring where they got this work 
I was informed they went every weck to 
the ‘spriggins ‘agent in the adjoining town 
of Kala’ The price paid by the agents 
for working these hankerchiefa varies from 
two or thee pence (four or six cents) for the 
common ones to ten pence (twenty cents) 
cach for the more elaborate ones. At this 
work, requiring ‘close application, great 
skill and uoflaggivg industry, these girls 
can earn in a week from half a crown (624 
cents) to three shillings (seventy-five cents), 
Idon't mean that they can make the 
amount by filling upodd moments at the 
work, but by close application ten ortwelve 
hours a day for the six days. 
And in this way the most beautiful 
French embroidered handkerchiefs and 
ladies’ wear are madein the hovels along 
the roadside and in the fields of the north 
of Ireland. 1 visited many of these cot- 
tages and found,as a rule, one of the 
women at work. The exteriors of these 
places are bad enough, but the interior is 
far more deplorable, The question that 
confronts yon continually is how can human 
beings live in such a terrible condition.

House Plants for Winter, 

Those plants that have brightened the 
garden through the summer, but are in- 
tended for the sitting-room during the 
winter, should be transferred to the pots 
as carly in the season as possible so as to 
avoid frosts. Slips or cuttings should be 
set for winter growth, so that they will 
have time to get rooted before cold weather 
comes on. Geraniums and fuchsias that 
have made a large growth in the flower 
beds must be cut back, both roots and 
limbs, before transplanting into pots, and 
they will bloom more freely and be much 
handsomer for sitting-room adornment 
than if so large and rank, Petunias, both 
double and single, must be potted before 
frosts come; they are about as pretty 
plants for wintor as can be found in the 
catalogue for beauty, and ‘they endure the 
changes of temperature perpaps the best of 
any of the plants that are cultivated in- 
doors, and their bright colors and delicate 
perfume add to the pleasure of cultivating 
them.

It was ahealth-producing cause to 
have fresh air come in front of the indivi- 
duals or animale. 

** Cows exposedto this impure air may be 
turned out and milked in the open air and 
it will still have the objectionable flavor. 
You may take such milk ina bottle as 
drawn from the cow and carry it out of the 
stable, it will atill have the bad flavor, I 
have taken it into my mouth from the cow 
and it had the objectionable taste.” 

Major Alvord disagreed with Prof. Ar- 
nold, believing the milk far more suscep: 
tible to taint from the air than through 
the animal. He believed it comparatively 
casy to deodorize and disinfect the milk af- 
tor coming from tho animal. He bolieved 
that although an animal may have bocomo 
tainted, the milk would bo ies from odor 
and taint if the jal wero milked in the 
open air whore there was a good atiff breeze, 
Tuinted milk, if from odore, may be pur- 
ified by thorough oxidation, through milk- 
ing in the open air, or if that bo not prac- 
ticable, by airing and cooling tho milk. 
Faults of feoding or ventilation may ren- 
der milk through a tainted atmosphere ex- 
tromely dieagrocable, and apoil it, yot it 
may bo perfectly good in case it is drawn 
in frosh air under proper conditions, 

Major Alvord stated that he had known 
instances lately where two lots of milk 
toilked in two different stables occurred on 
the name farm. If tho milkers from stable 
number one got done milking first, they 
carried their milk into number two, and 
then to tho dairy for straining ; there was 
always this troublo with the x«nimal odor, 
And if tho milkers of numbor two got done 
first thoy carried the milk to number ono

Hot Boxes, 

It is difficult for an engineer to unjer- 
stand at all times why his bearings are hot, 
when he knows that the box caps are not 
screwed down too tight,and there is cnough 
oil being fed so that they ought to run cool. 
An examination will sometimes reveal that 
the journal has a groove cut ali the way 
round by wear, or grit, or as the result of 
some accident. This groove simply acts 
as » ditch which the oil will not pass over 
until it is full, and the quantity of oil laid 
in a ring around tho journal is apt to form 
a convenient stopping:place for all the grit 
or dust that may be passing, and the flow 
of oil be stopped. It the boxosare babbit- 
ted all around, this difficulty may be obvi- 
ated by casting the box on the shaft and 
letting it fill the grooves. Then if they run 
straight around, a little filing on tho rib 
that is formed on the box will allow the 
shaft to turn freely, and it will be found 
that the oil will readily pass. If, however, 
the box is of brass or other hard motal, we 
are told that filing the bearing in the direc- 
tion of the Jongth of tho shaft will givo re- 
lief under almost every circumstance. This 
lan might also be used with babbitted 
baxes when the grooves aro cut spirally in 
tho bearing. But above all, the shafting 
must be kept true and in lino; all the oil 
in creation will not cure the troubles that 
will arise with an ongino shaft out of lino. 
Then cleanliness should come in. It is true 
that oil scema to have a tendency to work 
out of a bearing, but if tho oil that accum- 
ulatos just outside tho box is not carofully 
wiped away, it will accumulate all tho float- 
ing dust and grit that may fall upon it, and 
this does really soem to have # tendency to 
work into the bearing, and if this occurs, 
hot boxes are the sure result, and disabled 
machinery that acts unsatirfactorily will 
just as surely come if the ovil is neglected 
and allowed to take its own course, — Power,

of curious-abaped, narrow inleta and chan 
nels which intersect the continents in all 
directions. The bright red color of the 
laud is a curious fact, for which no ade- 
quate explanauon has as yet been suggest- 
ed. Uerschel considered it was due to the 
peculiar nature of tho soil ; but it certainly 
sooms curious that in this point Mars should 
differ from all the other planets, Tho 
appearance of the earth seen from a similar 
distance would probably be a dirty green, 
or perhaps brown. In fact, on the earth 
we have no soil or rock, which occurs in 
any quantity, of the red color which we 
observe on Mara. ‘There is therefore no 
vegetation, unless we adopt the curious 
thoory, advanced by a French savant, that 
in Mars the foliage is red. Unluckily, we 
have no instrument that can at all help us 
here ; the telescope and spestroscope are 
alike useless, and for the present we must 
content ourselves with vain conjectures,—

Quen Elizabeth's Navy, 

An intoresting list was recently compiled 
by the London Army and Navy Gozetle of 
the British navy as it was in 1599, ts two 
largest voasols were the Triumph and St, 
Matthew, of 1,000 tons and 600 men each, 
the former carrying 08 guns and the latter 
48. Next camo the 900-ton ships the Kliza- 
beth Jonas, White Bear, and St. Andrew, 
the two former carrying 500 men each and 566 
and 40 guns respectively, and the St. An- 
drow 50 gunsand 400 men, The 800-ton ves- 
sels, with 400 men each, were the Ark Royal, 
More Honor, and Victory, of 40, 41 and 
59 guns. The Due Repulse, of 500 men 
and 60 guns, and the Guardland, of 300 
and 45, were the 700-ton ships. The 600- 
tonners embraced the Eliza Bonaventure, 
with 47 guns and 250 men; the Mary Rose, 
with 39 guns and 250 men ; the Warspite, 
with 29 guns and 320 men, The Lion 60 
guns; the Defiance, 46, the Nonpareille,56, 
and the Rainbow, 28, with complements of 
250 men each, were the 600-ton ships, Of 
various tonnage lower were the Achates, 
Adventure, Antelope, Answer, Charles, 
Crane, Dreadnaught, Foresight, Quitance, 
Scout, Swiftauce, Swallow, and the Tiger, 
To these were added sandry small craft of 
8 few score tons, the Amity, Advice, Aid, 
Bear, Oygnet, Daisy, Mercury, Morlin, 
Moon, Spy, Sun, Tremontana, and Van- 
guard, ‘Che great number of guns carried 
on these vessels compared with the four 
monsters that comprise the armament of a 
moderu ironclad of five or six thousand 
tons shows the difference between ancient 
and modern warfare. Yet these 45 ves- 
sels, some not very large, with their many 
hundred guns and many thousand men, 
constituted a great navy in the age of Queen 
Elizabeth,

Mosquitoes Killing Young Trout, 

Mr. Murray, in a lettor from Denver to 
Prof. Baird, describes what he saw under 
the shade of some willows skirting a shallow 
place inacreok. A smallawarm of mos- 
quitoes was circling oyer the water, where 
sume tresh-hatched mountain trout were 
readily discernible, Every few minutes 
the baby trout would rise to the surface of 
the water and remain there an instant, with 
the tip of the head exposed. A mosquite 
would at once alight upon the shining spot 
and transfix the trout by inserting its pro- 
boscis or bill inte the brain of the fish, 
which apparently was completely paralyzed 
and unsdle to escape. he persecutor 
would not relax his gnp, but holding its 
victim as in a vise would extract all the 
vital juices from the trout’s body. When 
tlris was done the dead trout would turn 
over on its back and float down the stream, 
The observer witnessed the murder of 
twenty trout under the willows in the 
course of half an hour by these Western 
mosquitoes, each victim being sucked dry 
in hig lifeless shell.— American Angler.

tholdi, a young and promising sculptor, to 
carry out their idea and sont him to America 
to confer with a committee there as to what 
the most acceptable form of the good will | 
of France to America would be. Oo 
his arrival, he was struck with the 
beauty of New York Harbor, and seo- 
ing Bedloe's Island, conceived the 
idea of an immense statue of ** Lib- 
erty enlightening the world,” which should 
be much larger than anything yet heard of. 
This would be a lasting acknowledgement 
of France's good will and at the same time 
light up the harbor at night and be a great 
benefit. 

After he arrived at home the plan was 
put into execution, the money raised and 
work commenced on the Statute, the weight 
of which is 440,000 pounds,of which 176,000 
are copper and the remainder wrought iron. 
The height of the Statue is 151 feet and 
that of the podestal 150 feet. The cost of 
making it was $40,000, which does not in- 
clude making models, &c., but simply the 
manufacture of the statue. The pedestal, 
which was built by American subscriptions 
and by an appropriation of Congress for 
putting up the Status, has cost $250,000. 

The pedestal will contain elevators to 
convey sight-seers up and down, and the 
look-out on the torch may be reached by 
stairs through the statue, Togive some 
idea of the size of this enormous undertak- 
ing, we state that twelve persons can stand 
on the torch at one time, from which a 
magoificant view can be obtained. The 
width of the eye is 28 inches, the 
length of the nose 3 feet 9 inches and the 
forefinger is 7 feet 11 inches long. 

The statue will be lighted by electric 
lights in andaroundit. The electric lights 
in the torch wi'l be so arranged that the 
flames will not be seen, but a strong re- 
flector placed under the lights will throw 
powerful rays of light skyward that may be 
seen far out at sea. Another series of 
similar lights will be placed in the torch 
with another reflector that will throw 
rays of light on the face of the statue. 
Electric lights will also be arranged at each 
of the four corners at the top ofthe pedes- 
tal. The effect of the combination of these 
lights will be to illuminate the statue at 
night, so that it will loom grandly in the 
surrounding darkness. To protect the 
statue from lightning, four rods will be 
bunched at the top of the torch, which after 
passingithrough the interior of the statue, 
will be separated and one of the rods will 
pass down at each corner of the pedestal, 
where openings have been left for them, 
and so down through the ground until 
water is reached. It is believed that with 
these rods the statue 1s perfectly protected 
from destruction by lightning. In the 
course of erection it was struck a num- 
ber of times without damage, thus proving 
that there need be no apprehension on this 
score.
